PROCLAMATION 2013-210 

 

 WHEREAS, on January 10, 2011, I took the Constitutional oath of office to become Governor of 

the State of Illinois, solemnly swearing to uphold both the Illinois Constitution and the Constitution of 
the United States, and promising to “faithfully discharge the duties of the office of Governor to the best 

of my abilities”; and 
 

 WHEREAS, I am committed to fulfilling my oath of office to serve the people of the State of 

Illinois by restoring fiscal stability to the State; and 
 

 WHEREAS, the State continues to face an unprecedented pension crisis that, unchecked, hurts 

our economic recovery, downgrades the State’s credit rating, and threatens the continued delivery of 

vital services including education, public safety and healthcare; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the current unfunded pension liability of more than $100 billion is unsustainable and 
costs taxpayers $17 million dollars every day it goes unresolved; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the State’s fiscal year 2014 budget is $35.3 billion, approximately 17 percent of 
which will go toward pensions alone; and 

 

 WHEREAS, I will continue to work with the leaders of all four legislative caucuses and 
legislators until they put a comprehensive pension reform bill on my desk; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the taxpayers of Illinois are waiting and there is no excuse for further delay; and 
 

 WHEREAS, Article IV, Section 5(b) of the Illinois Constitution empowers the Governor, as Chief 

Executive, to convene a special session of the General Assembly; 
 

THEREFORE, pursuant to Article IV, Section 5(b) of the Illinois Constitution of 1970, I, Governor Pat 

Quinn, hereby call and convene the 98th General Assembly in a special session to commence on June 
19, 2013, at 1:00 p.m., for the purpose of considering any legislation, new or pending, which addresses
